minations , and make white the Saints. To bee as Gods Examiner to prove the wile 
and the wicked , the ſincere and upright in hearc, from hypocrites and flattering 
friends, many/hall be purified, made wire , and tryed, All were leſſe or more defiled by 
the deceits of Antichrift, and many in Gods mercie were free'd of his errours, and 
blefied be God we have ſeenc the benefit of perſecu:ion tothis day. - 

The miſery of perſecutors is the ſecond thing of note in the times of Antichriſt, & 
perſecutors inthele things are deſcribed as dete(table and deſperate creatures. Firit, 
they are wtcked by denomination, and it is from the dominion of Popery. Secondly 
raey aregroflely ignorant, thatin 1 260. yceres haye learned nothing Co ro blind 
themſelves in a mo perni.ious way, leading them headlong to eternall deſtruction, 
Thirdly, their ignorance leads thera into all forrs of errours and heretics, opening the 
very Catera'ts of a miſerable deluge to drowne them in perdition.
